The above documents 1-6 are cited in the ISR. 

The subject matters of claims 1-5 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-6. 
| Documents 1 and 2 respectively describe a lubricating oil composition containing, at the amount ratio 
specified in claim 1, (1) the lubricating oil base specified in claim 1 and (2) the ethylene-propylene copolymer 
having the ethylene content, the Mw/Mn value and the melting point measured by DSC respectively specified in 
claim 1. Furthermore, documents 3-6 respectively describe that an ethylene-propylene copolymer having the 
intrinsic viscosity specified in claim 1 is suitable as the ethylene-propylene copolymer used as an additive for 
lubricating oil. So, it is not considered especially difficult to use an ethylene-propylene copolymer having the 
said intrinsic viscosity as the ethylene-propylene copolymer in documents 1 and 2. 

Moreover, the documents also describe that (1) a lubricating oil base specified in claim 2 is used as the 
lubricating oil base, (2) a pour point depressant is added to lubricating oil, (3) the pour point depressant 
specified in claim 4 is used as the pour point depressant, and (4) lubricating oil is used for lubrication of an 
internal combustion engine. 
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
